other offieials include C. II. Iainmlale. associate 
steward; starter. James Milton; clerk of the eotirse. 
Edward Jas|s*r: padd«n k judge. W. W. Kyles, and 
veterinarian. Dr. F. W. Aslie. 

All of t!»c men named an* raeing offieials of long 
«*x|M*rieii«-c end of tin* highest efficiency in then 
res|ieofive departments. C. J. Fit* (Jerald has 
filled in iiis long career on tin* turf praetieally 
every position connected with the raeing of horses 
ami has of late ls*en making for himself an en- 
vinlde re«*«*rd as one of the most painstaking and 
efficient presiding offieials in America. He is an 
especially effective disciplinarian, a stickler for 
clean racing and the terror of that lame of raeing 
in some localities— the rough ruler. 

OFFICIALS OF HIGH STANDING. 

Other members of Oriental Park's official family 
who are re<*ogi»i«ed throughout the turf world as 
possessing outstanding ability' in their res|M*ctive 
spheres of action are Starter Milton and Secretary 
Nathanson. The former's showing at the starting 
barrier last year was one of the most satisfying 
features of the CiiImiu meeting and rcjMirts from 
Maryland, where he dis|iatelu*d the fields at Havre 
do Grace and Laurel. are to the effect that lib 
work was high rfaraa in every res|ieet. Martin 

Nathanson won his spurs as a raeing secretary long 
ago. 

It is announced that the rules which governed 
the raeing at Oriental Park last year will lie ir 
vogue again the eouiing winter season praetieally 
without change. Tlie splitting of entries and the 
handicapping will lie done, as heretofore, by a lsiard 
of three, consisting of the presiding steward, the 
pri*sidiiig judge and the raeing secretary, which this 
year will Is* <\ J. Fit* (Jerald, Wm. Shelley and 
Martin Nathanson. In all raees with a selling 
clause. ex<*ept selling handicaps, apprentice riders 
will h«* entitled to an allowance of five pounds, 
with the additional provision tiiat until an appren- 
t ire has ridden five winners he will lie entitled to 
an allowance of eight pouud*. This encourages 
the development of jockeys. Lunsford . one of the 
liest of the present day riders in this country, was 
developed at Havana last winter under the en- 
couragement offered by these lilieral apprentice 
uHowam-es. Kay S|ience, who develop'd Luns- 
ford, has another boy. T. Murray, whom he intends 
to develop during the coming season of Cuban 
racing under the same favorable conditions. 

Entries an* tieing received in lilieral numbers 
for the thirteen events which will comprise the 
stake program for the coming Cuban season. 

Included among the nmnher is a half-mile race 
for two -year -olds, now yearlings, which will make 
their racing debut in lblb. in res|N»nse to the ac- 
tion of the Jockey Club in rescinding the rule for- 
bidding the racing of two-year-olds before April, 
tlie Cuba - American Jockey Club will offer as many 
races for horses of this age as may be warranted 
by the number of two-year-olds in training in Cuba. 

HORSES IN SOUTH GOING TO HAVANA 

Cincinnati. O.. November 2. — Charles H. Lansdale, 
who is the western representative of tlie Cuba- 
Auierican Jockey Club, exacts to go to Atlanta, Ga., 
within a few' days to arrange for tlie shipment to 
Cuba of about seventy -five thoroughbreds gathered 
fliere after a minor circuit campaign through the 
MoUttl. 



State and Federal Authorities Awakening to Reliza- 
tion of Its Breeding Value. 

New York. November 2.— The fact that the Fed- 
eral < Joveriimeut and the New York State Con- 
stabulary have nominated stallions in the class for 
• lean bred sire* suitable to improve the general 
purpose horse type of the country at the coming 
exhibition of tie* National Horse Show Association 
is significant. It indicates an awakening on the 
part of state and federal authorities to a realisation 
of the prefNiteney of the thoroughbred and their 
utilization of this quality along tin* same lines 
which have made the hn*cdiug of the general ptir- 
|x ise horse tyi*e a science in continental Kuro|ie. 

It took some time to arouse those in authority in 
Washington to a sense of the danger wliieh threat- 
ened in tlu* way of a cavalry horse shortage, hut 
there is every indication today that the work of 
breeding remounts will from now on Is* prosecuted 
with vigor. The ls*st horsemen in the War and 
Agricultural Department* have been intrusted with 
the work, and if the appropriations for the exploita- 
tion of the ambitions plans wliieh have lieen pre- 
pared arc forthcoming all will he well. Stallions 
of the right type have lieen donated liy the Breeding 
Bureau of the Jockey Club and by various breeders 
mid sportsmen. Still others have lieen bought by 
tlie experts of the Bemouut Department and many 
of them are already at tlie breeding stations in 
Oklahoma. Montana and Virginia. 

ADAMS EXPRESS FINE SPECIMEN. 

There are many fine horses among them, some of 
English and American lineage, many of pun* Ameri- 
can and occasionally a horse French and .Ameri- 
can Mood. Of the latter unquestionably the finest 
liecimcq is {lir chestnut horse Adams Express, 
which is t I m* i.overiinieut’s candidate for the Garden 
diow. This horse, now ton years old. is by Adam, 
t son of Flying Fox. This is as rich blood as 
France can Isiast of. and it blended jierfeHly with 
the Lexington -(Jlencoe strain, which came through 
Frederica, a daughter of Frederick the Great, a 
horse which was for some years in the Astor Stud, 
it Khinchcck. Frederica had thrown a good indi- 
vidual in Barleythorpc when mated with the Eng- 
lish sin* Woolsthor|K*. hut Adams Express is a tre- 
mendous improvement on any of Frederica's other 
foals, and we who want to see the perfeetion ot 
sire for the production of general purpose horse tyi»e 
should inspect the regal chestnut at the Garden. F. 
Ambrose Clark. Major Robert Strawbridge and (’apt. 
G. A. ltoy of the Freneh High Commission, who in- 
lieeted him for the (Joveriimeut, say lie is a model 
for the purjMiM* and that he is the ls*st horse se- 
amed to date. 

It was a surprise when Mr. Halleiilieck consented 
to donate Adams Express, as it was believed that 
lie would want to keep him at the head of his 
Me.idowlirook Stud in New Jersey. 

GLAD TO AID GOVERNMENT. 

“The Government wanted him,” said he a few 
days ago. “and that settled the matter for me.. 1 
know that the horse will make good and I’m glad 
I had my chance to do my part in furnishing the 
cavalry of the future with a better type of remount. 
I made the donation through the Breeding Bureau 
•if the Jockey Club because I believe that the work 
wliieh has lieen done by that organization is re- 
sponsible for tin* preservation of racing not only in 
ibis state but throughout the country.” 

Dyama. the stallion wliieh will represent the 
State Constabulary, is au older horse than Adams 
Express, hut he too is a good individual. He is 
i combination of American, English and Australian 
blood. Iwing by Commando, a son of the American 
Domino, while his dam. Emma C.. was by the 
Australian. Darebin. On his dam’s side he is purely 
English, his mother. Ben My Cliree. which is also 
the dam of Cap and Bells, being by Galopin. Oyama 
was a fast horse, and he has the size and bone for 
which his family are noted. Like most thorough- 
br«*d sires, liis disposition is of the best, and the 
boys of Troop K., which is in barracks at White 
Plains. *,re quite proud of him and tielieve that he 
will give them some fine mounts as a result of the 
matings with their western mares. 



CUBAN STAKES TO CLOSE NOVEMBER II 

Cincinnati. O.. November 2. — For the accommo- 
dation of the horsemen whose stables are at La- 
tonia. and who themselves are not here, pending 
the o|ieuing of the meeting next week. General 
Manager Brown has decided to iMistpoue tlie closing 
date of the thirteen stake events of the Cuha- 
Anicrican Jockey Club from November 4 to Novem- 
ber 11 . 

Charles II. Lansdale, the Cuban truck’s represen- 
tative here, lias received final advices concerning 
the issuance of passinirts and early in the week 
will jie<*ept applications and issue passports to own- 
ers and employes Intending to race in Cuba. 

JOCKEY PAYS SUPREME SACRIFICE 

Former jockey James Mtilrenan. who rode for 
J. H. McAvoy when that turfman raced a big 
stable over tlie eastern tracks, has been killed 
in action, according to information reaching bis 
relatives in Brooklyn, N. Y. Mulrenun enlisted 
last year and was soon sent do France with a regi- 
ment of American infantry, which has seen con- 
siderable fighting since tlie allies turned buck the 
Germans after tlieir second advance to the Marne. 



Expect to Open Next Saturday Providing Ban Is 
Lifted Wednesday as Expected. 

Cincinnati. November 2.— It now looks as if 
the much -deferred opening of the Latonia Jockey 
Club’s fall race meeting will take place towards 
the latter part of 'tin* week alioiit to open. No 
definite date will l*» set for the inauguration of 
the sisirt until the Kentucky State Board of Health 
has actually raised the ban against public gather- 
ings which hits lieen in* force fur four weeks as a 
check against the spread of influenza. It has lieen 
intimated that the board in all probability will lift 
the ban in eommunitics where the disease has been 
definitely brought under control when it meets on 
Wednesday next for a survey of tlie situation iu 
the state as a whole. I«utonia comes witliiu this 
class, the disease having virtually disappeared from 
the Inca lit «* iu which the track is situated. The 
latest reports show such satisfactory improvement 
iu Cincinnati and its vicinity that it seems likely 
there will lie a general lifting of the ban within a 
few days, not only in Kentucky but on tlie Ohio 
side of tin* river. 

So tlie horsemen and others interested in the 
racing at laitouia arc naturally ou tlie qui vive for 
the relief that appears to 1 m* in sight. The man- 
agement of the track proposes to lose no time in 
taking advantage of the first ojijMirtiiiiity that may 
present itself for the launching of the meeting. 
The general idea is that the Kentucky authorities 
will lift tlie ban on Wednesday. If such action is 
taken, it is probable that the Latonia meeting will 
get under way by Saturday at the latest. It may 
1 m* found impracticable to attempt to o|m*ii at 
shorter notice, hut the horsemen have been warned 
to 1m* ready for quick action once the ban is re- 
moved and perhaps the meeting may Im* in progress 
even earlier than Saturday. But the best opinion 
is that Saturday will l*e the opening day. provided 
the health authorities give the expected relief on 

Wednesday. 

EXCEPTIONALLY FINE WEATHER. 

Had not the influenza intervened, the minding 
would have now lM*en a matter of history, as it 
was originally scheduled for the twenty-one days 
between October 1(1 and NovemlM*r 2. During tin* 
major part of the time that the horsemen have been 
ibliged to remain idle. iM*rfeet weather and track 
conditions have prevailed. It has lieen au excep- 
tionally fine fall herealmut* and the horsemen are 
hopeful that favorable weather will continue for a 
sufficient time to permit the jMistponed meeting to 
Im* a success, which it certainly would have Im*cii < 
had it lieen possible to proceed with the original 
schedule. 

All of the horsemen who shipped their stables 
here early last month have remained to participate 
in the racing whenever it is found practicable to 
proceed with it and there have recently been some 
accessions from tlie east, so that it is certain there 
well be no lack of racing material to fill tlie daily 
cards at all times. In fact, the jNistjionement of 
the opening has naturally increased the desire and 
necessity of most of the horsemen to win races 
and it may Im* expected that the competition for 
the purses will Im* keener than under normal condi- 
tions. 

The fact that the origiunl stake program is not to 
lie abridged in any way is an assuram*e that the 
racing will follow the same high class lines con- 
templated when the plans were originally made for 
the meeting. 

ARMY OFFICERS AT PIMLICO COURSE 

Baltimore. Mil.. November 2.— Major Straw- 
bridge. Major ('banning and F. Ambrose ('lark, 
the i*oinmittee appointed by tin* government 
on the remount race to he run at Pimlico 
ou Saturday. November ». were at the course this 
morning looking over the candidates for tlie race 
and passing on tlieir qualifications to start. The 
officials of the United States army and incidentally 
the United States government aje taking an active 
interest in this race, and no doubt several of the 
stallions which go to the lsut will he added to the 
list of horses doing service at the government breed- 
ing farms. 

MARTIN NATHANSON ON WAY TO CUBA 

Cincinnati. O., November 2. — Martin Nathanson. 
racing secretary for the Cuba -American Joekey 
Club, was au arrival from his home in Chicago 
today and will spend a few days among the horse- 
men gathered here in waiting for the o|H*ning of the 
laitonia Jockey ('lull’s fall meeting lM*fore proceed- 
ing to Cuba to take up preliminary preparations 
for the opening of the Cuban racing season.

Delxidon. the winner, 
performed in brilliant style, fenced faultlessly, and 
showing the most speed throughout never left the 
result iu doubt, winning eased up. liiighous:* was 
second and Belle of the Sea third. 

Clear skies and the warm sunshine made it an 
ideal day for outdoor s|M*rt, Devotees of st«*ep|»* 
chasing were out in large numbers, including such 
prominent iM*ople of the hunting set as (Jen.

snit. Entering tin* stretch, tin* fast pace began to 
tell on lsith Motor Cop and Flags, but the former 
liiiug on gamely and outstayed Stromboli, which 
finishing with his old-time dash, gained on the 
leader with every stride. Flags was all in at the 
end ami he had to Im* content with third place.

GAME SCARCITY IN OLYMPICS 

Timber Wolves and Panthers Responsible for 
Shortage of Elk and Deer. 

Like the lead penny, John B. Hammersly, the 
veteran government hunter of Umpqua Mountains 
fame, recently returned to his old home in Gold 
Hill after an absence of a number of months in the 
Puget Sound country. August, a year ago, on the 
eve of an extended trip and vacation down in the 
southwestern states, after having served the govern- 
ment. as hunter for the enemy of the game in 
the Umpqua Mountains, E. E. Averill of rendleton, 
of the Government Bureau for the Eradication of 
Predatory Animals in Oregon and Washington, 
solicited the hunter by wire to go to the Olympic 
Mountains. 

This unassuming woodsman, who never tires of 
relating his last adventure in some isolated region 
to his old home friends, could not pass up a call 
to invade and conquer a new wild, accepted the 
offer and left for the Olympic range to capture 
tlie crafty mountain lion which was reported to lx* 
slaughtering game and stock in the foothills of that 
government reserve. 

Having disposed of his mounts and pack horses 
and equipped with an auto to make the south- 
western trip at Grants Pass, lie made but little 
change in his outfit, and instead of going south 
lie went north. He came to Cold Hill to complete 
liis arrangements before starting on the journey, 
on a sultry day in August, and it w’as while he 
was here for a few minutes* stay that I pot his 
late likeness and the picture of his outfit. 

HOW THE LONG TRIP WAS MADE. 

Three of his most favored trained mountain lion 
dogs, which are a cross of the Cuban blood and 
black and tan hound, accompanied the hunter to the 
Olympic, perched on tlie sideboarded footboards 
of the auto. Bruce, the chief of the pack, had 
just passed through all the miseries of real sea- 
sickness ou his first auto ride from Grant’s Pass. 
As scon as the ear halted he leaped from his perch, 
and with a woebegone and disgusted look he crawled 
under the machine and refused to be consoled by 
his many admirers. When the hunter was ready to 
depart, old Bruce, w-ith a never-again expression, 
refused to obey the sharp command of his master 
and mount to his coxy bunk on the footboard. Fi- 
nally the kind-hearted hunter grasped the old 
fellow- and chucked him int^ his berth. 

But two of the dogs returned home, one of the 
younger of the pack, who had faced death and 
bore scars of many a well scored battle in chasing 
the panther to its lair, fell the victim of a gun- 
man. While the hunter and his dog wrere delayed 
with their auto last January in Olequa, Wash., by 
the flood waters of the Cowrlitz several days w-aiting 
to get across the river, a footman passing their 
camp, when the dog started toward him with a 
savage grown, up aud shot the dog without cere- 
mony. 

ROUGHING IT IN THE MOUNTAINS. 

The hunter reports that after leaving Gold Hill 
he traveled via Crater Lake, Bend, Pendleton, 
Yakima and thence over the Cascade Mountains, 
arriving at Port Angeles early in September. After 
cruising the Elwau River district, w-liere lie found 
but little game in the isolated districts, the hunter 
returned to the settlements, and engaged horse- 
packers to take him to the headwaters of the 
Dtingeness River. Bidding his escorts adieu, ac- 
companied by his faithful hounds, without compass 
I and blankets, with fifty pounds of flour, bacon 
coffee and cracklings for his dogs, a canvas 
cover of blanket size and his gun strapped to him 
on his back, early in October the hunter struck out 
into the tangled wooded w’ilds to cross the Olympic 
Mountains, a distance of 150 miles. After an un- 
eventful journey of ten days he arrived at Seciuiu, 
a small burg ou the shores of Puget Sound. 

In all that vast wilderness which he trod it was 
void and destitute of the markings of man, where 
in former days vast herds of deer and elk roamed 
in that vast region in countless numbers. On the 
whole trip in the wilderness he noticed but few 
signs of animal life. His dogs treed two bears, 
which he did not kill, and the only animal he did 
kill on the trip was a ground hog. He found the 
mountain streams bountifully supplied with the 
sportive trout, which he hooked iu large numbers 
and boiled for his dogs, their principal diet on the 
trip. 

TIMBER WOLF AND PANTHER KILLERS. 

When asked about tlie game and varmint prob- 
lem in that part of the state, he replied: “But 
few of either remain. The timber wolves and 
panther have eradicated the deer ami elk to such 
an extent iu the isolated districts that what are 
left have fled to the settled regions in the foot- 
hills to escape their pursuers, and they are being 
slaughtered mercilessly by the hunters, who are 
apparently ignorant of the fact that the game are 
making their last stand, believing them to be quite 
plentiful in the interior. The scarcity of the game 
has caused the wolves and panther to attack the 
stock in the settlements, and unless the varmints 
are destroyed and the remaining game are fully 
protected from the hunter’s gun, they are soon 
doomed to extinction." 

Kn route home the limiter stopped off at Grants 
Pass uml captured three mountain lions with his 
dogs out on Sucker Creek, forty miles south of 
Grants Pass. He is now on a trip over the Umpqua 
Mountains with pack horses in quest of the panther, 
headed for Cottage Grove, where he left his auto, 
en route home. Before leaving he promised Mr. 
Averill that in the near future lie would go to 
Sisters in Crook County to clean up the varmints 
in that district. There is a standing reward of 
$200 at Sisters for a monster panther in those 
mountains which has killed hundreds of head of 
cattle.

MACHINE GUNS IN GREAT WAR 

Instruments of Death Used by Contending Armies 
in the Field. 

In the daily reports of the press, giving the 
progress of the great conflict now raging in 
Europe, probably no weapon is mentioned as often 
as tlie machine gun. As .a weapon of offense and 
defense the machine gun has gained an important 
place. Military experts make the claim that one 
good machine gun served by competent, well- trained 
operators is equal to one hundred riflemen armed 
with tlie ordinary repeating rifle now in use in the 
various armies. Some experts even give the ratio 
mneta higher. A few lines on the development of 
the modern machine gun may be of interest to some 
readers who have been following war reports. 

The first really practical machine gun was prob- 
ably the Gatling, the invention of the American, 
Dr. Gatling, of Chicago, in 1862. This gun was 
not automatic. It was operated by turning a 
crank handle on the side. It consisted of a group 
of six rifle barrels mounted and fixed round u 
central axis, at equal distances, and the whole 
mounted on a carriage like a field gun. The barrels 
were surrounded by a water jacket. Some of these 
Gatlings were used in the Civil War. It pever 
proved much of a success. 

Another machine gun that attracted considerable 
attention among military men in Europe was the 
Montign.v, also called the French mitrailleuse, in- 
troduced into the French army in 1.869 and used 
by the French in the war with Prussia in 1870. 
The gun was manufactured in Brussels, and was the 
invention of a Belgian officer. Captain Fafschamps. 
The mitrailleuse consisted of an assemblage of 
thirty -seven rifle barrels, contained in a wrought 
iron tube mounted like the ordinary field gun. This 
gun was also fired by turning a handle and the whol“ 
thirty -seven barrels canid be discharged at once, 
or singly, at the will of tlie operator. Great things 
were expected of this gun during the war. but in 
the opinion of the military men of tlie time the 
gun proved a failure. The Bavarian army also 
used a similar hand operated machine gun in this 
war. It was called “Felde" gun. This gun also 
did not prove a success. The failure of these two 
guns to give a good account of themselves on the 
battlefield caused great prejudice against this style 
of arm for some time, and it proved hard to over- 
come this prejudice. But, nevertheless, Turkey, 
China, Japan and Russia adopted an improved model 
of the Gatling gnn about this time. 

HOTCHKISS, GATLING, N0RDENFELDT. 

Another machine gun was brought out by an 
American engineer living in France. It was called 
The Hotchkiss, after its inventor. It was copied 
after Gatling. About tlie same time the Norden- 
feldt gnn was brought out. This was invented by 
a Swedish engineer named Palmcrantz and named 
after a Swedish banker who financed the Palni- 
erantz undertaking. Still another gun coming out 
about the same time was the Gardner. All of these 
guns had a number of barrels, either placed in a 
circle, or side by side, and the action was liand 
operated. Not any of these guns proved a success. 
But now we arrive at the turning point of ma- 
chine gun construction. In the years 1883-1884. the 
American engineer, Hiram Maxim, invented a gun 
which was really automatic; a gun which when once 
loaded and fired, would reload and fire itself as 
long as a cartridge was left in the feeding appa- 
ratus. This Maxim invention is sure one of the 
greatest ever made, and his system of recoil-load- 
ing has been followed by nearly all other inventors 
of machine guns ever since. One thing that stands 
out prominently iu the Maxim invention is the fact 
that his first Tyorking model was perfect and proved 
reliable in functioning. It easily performed every- 
thing claimed by the inventor. Tlie prominence 
attained by the Maxim machine gun is attested by 
the adoption of this system by nineteen armies and 
twenty-one navies, representing just as many dif- 
ferent nations. Extensive use of the machine gun 
in war was first made in the Boer campaign in 
the year 1899 aud in the Russo-Japanese War of 
1904-1905. This war gave a great impetus to tlie 
adoption of the machine gun into tlie various Euro- 
pean armies, in large numbers. England. Austria. 
Germany, France. Italy aiid Switzerland all got 
busy and began to exploit the machine gun, to as- 
certain its possibilities. The reports coming from 
the Russo-Japanese front on the efficiency of the 
machine guns used forever removed the prejudice 
theretofore existing and at. the present time, enor- 
mous numbers of machine guns are manufactured 
iu the great armories of the world. Guns of the 
Maxim type are the Bergmann, the Austrian 
Schwa rzlose. and the new heavy Browning, the 
latest and best machine gun now existing. 

The Bergmann machine gun is the invention of 
the German engineer, Theodor Bergmann, so promi- 
nently mentioned in the development of the self- 
loading pistol. Tlie Bergmann gun is a recoil- 
loader and has a waterjacket for cooling barrel. The 
cartridges are contained in a belt holding 250 cart- 
ridges, and its operation is similar to tlie belt used 
in the Maxim and Colt guns. Tlie Bergmann was 
never introduced into any army in great numbers. 

AUSTRIA’S SKODA- MITRAILLEUSE. 

In Austria the so-called Skoda -Mitrailleuse, the 
invention of Archduke Karl Salvator and Major 
Dortnus, was introduced in the year 1893. This 
gun had a fixed barrel having a waterjacket for 
cooling. It was loaded by detachable magazines 
and Mas callable of firing about 250 shots per 
minute. The Salvator -Dorm us guu has beeu super- 
coded in Austria by the modern Schwarzlose ma- 
chine gun. The Schwarzlose gun excels in the 
small number of its parts and its light u-eight. 
Tests of this gun have shown its reliability and 
durability. As many as thirty thousand shots have 
been fired Mrithout any serious . hitch or miss in the 
functioning. it has but one slicing. The barrel 
is fixed and is surrounded by a waterjacket for 
cooling. The breech-bolt is operated by a toggle- 
joint, is strong and is enclosed by the receiver 
frame,' making it difficult for sand and dirt to 
enter the lock. About 375 to 400 shots per minute 
can easily be fired. There is also another type of 
machine gun now in use in which the poM’er to 
iqieratc is not derived from the recoil, but from a 
portion of the gas generated by the explosion of 
the cartridge. The gas being allowed to escape 
through a valve in the barrel, before the bullet has 
left the muzzle, and is utilized to M*ork a piston 
or similar device which operates tlii* extracting, re- 
loading and firing mechanism. These guns gener- 
ally have a system of aircooliug for the barrel 
after each shot. Gun*, of this type nr** the French 
Hotchkiss, the old model Colt and the latest model 
light BroM-ning machine rifle. The Hotchkiss gun 
has a fixed barrel, having a small opening in the 
middle of leugth of barrel called gas canal which 
ends with the gas |M*essure- cylinder that is con- 
nected with Hie barrel. The cartridges are loaded 
into a metal Iwlt. which is pushed into the gun from 
the side as is done in the Maxim. The rapidity 
of fire amounts to 500 shots per minute and can 
he regulated by a regulator, located in the gas- 
pressure- cylinder. The Hotchkiss machine gun is 
also used by Holland. Japan, Norway ami Portugal. 
It is said to be au ideal guu for airplane armament. 



The Madsen machine gun was introduced into 
England by the Rexer Arms To. in 1904. It is the 
invention of the Danish engineer. Schouboe, and 
was named after the Danish war minister. Madsen. 
The gun has been introduced into the Danish army, 
the English army, and the Benet-Mercier gun in 
use in the United States Army since 1909 seems 
to be virtually the same construction. The Benet- 
Mercier gun did not prove a great success in the 
late Mexican -Villa campaign, and has since been 
superceded by the new Browning machine gun and 
machine rifle. 

THE MUCH USED LEWIS GUN. 

Another new machine gun has come into promi- 
nence during the great war. It is called the Lewis 
gnn and is the invention of the American army 
officer. Col. I. N. Lewis (now retired). The gen- 
eral build of tin* gnn is quite different from those 
mentioned above. It is light in weight, weighing 
twenty -six and a half pounds. The gun can easily 
be handled by one man. The Lewis gun is of the 
air-cooled, gas-operated type, fed from a magazine. 
In place of the now popular long woven l»elt style 
of magazine used in the Maxim. Colt, Browning, 
Bergmann and Schwarzlose guns, the Lewis gun uses 
a rotating drum magazine holding forty -seven 
cartridges. The design of the magazine is such 
that the loading and unloading can be done easily 
and quickly, if necessary this can be done with 
one hand. The gun sure is popular in England and 
Belgium, where it has been used during the past 
four years in large numbers. The Savage Arms 
Corporation of Utica, N. Y.. lias acquired the 
right of manufacture in the United States and is 
M’orking its entire plant facilities in the produc- 
tion of the Lewis machine gun for Uncle Sam’s 
army. They are filling some lqrge contracts, and 
on this account have practically ceased to manu- 
facture the other small Savage arms, rifles and 
pistols, during the duration of the war. 

The Italians are using a modified Maxim, called 
after its inventor, the Perino machine gun. 

During the first two years of the world war, 
the Germans made the most of their machine gun, 
and a great many of tlieir first successes Mere ob- 
tained by the correct use of the machine gun in the 
hands of competent and well- trained gun crcM*s to 
serve theift. There is no doubt but that these 
efficient machine gun operators had a great part 
in saving the German army in their retreat from 
the Marne both times. Tho modern machine gun in 
competent hands is a mighty efficient weapon. 

During the past few months the American ma- 
chine guns have been pouring into France in large 
numbers and the results are beginning to show ac- 
cording to war reports of July and August. 

BROWNING GUN IS BEST OF ALL. 

Nomt we come to the latest and best in the 
machine gun line and no write-up of any sort o' 
a firearm is complete without the mentioning of 
the John M. Browning models. This certainly ap- 
plies to the machine gun and the publicity giveq 
these new guns by the press has sure reached thou- 
sands of American homes. During the year 1916 
the United States Ordnance Department invited 
inventors to present models of their machine gui *s 
for a test to take place early in May, 1917. This 
was to be a competitive test, having in view the 
adoption of a new machine gun model for the 
United States army, navy and aerial service, the 
successful gun to become the official United States 
service machine gun. The request of the Ordnance 
Department brought results. Some twenty -three 
new machine gun models were entered for the tria!s. 
which took place several days and were witnessed 
by the board appointed for tlie purpose by the ord- 
nance experts of England, Italy and France, who 
were invited, and by some members of Congress. 
The test Mras a severe one, only a few guns were 
permitted to enter the final test, the preliminary 
test having eliminated nearly all, leaving the field 
to five or six models. 

John M. Browning, through the Colt Patent 
Firearms Mfg. Co., had entered tM'o models; one 
called the heavy Brow'ning watercooled gun. and the 
other the light Browning machine rifle. The heavy 
model machine gun weighs thirty-four and one-ha!f 
pounds and is a watercooled gun and is recoil - 
operated: the machine rifle is aircooled and is gas- 
opera ted. The heavy model Browning uses the well- 
known woven belt containing 250 cartridges and tlie 
machine rifle is loaded M'ith detachable clips having 
a capacity of twenty cartridges. The machine rifle 
weighs about fifteen poudR and can be used like 
the ordinary military rifle firing from shoulder r 
from hip. 

The tM'enly shots from the magazine of this rifle 
can be fired in two and one- half seconds. These two 
new guns in the hands of especially well trained 
men have not their equal in any army found in the 
world today. For trench use the heavy gun is 

used M'ith the Matercooled jacket and for airplane 
use tlie guu is used Mithout the waterjacket. thus 
making it considerably lighter and more portable. 

These two new machine guns represent the ex- 
perience gained by Mr. Browning in years of build- 
ing firearms of all description, shotguns ami rifles, 
both hand-operated and automatic, as well as the 
many automatic pistols which are knoMn in every 
part of the globe as the Browning and Uolt auto- 
matic pistols. Uncle Sain was fortunate to have 
the genius and talent of a man like John M. Brown 
iug at liis disposal at this time. — Outers' Book. 
♦ —

of the pointer and its early history | 

is a matter of speculation like that of many other i 
varieties of dogs. The great naturalist, ltuffon. 
held the opinion that all the different species of 
<lo*« originated from the shepherd’* dog. The 
earliest work printed iu the English language de- 
scribing the various hrc«*ds of dogs was a “Book 
of Field Sports,” written by Dame Juliana Berners 
at the end of the fourteenth century. Iu this and 
later treatises no mention is found of the pointer 
by name, but many Ulieve the Pointer existed in 
Kugland or Spain under another name, even before 
this period, as a sp^-ies of hound, lemor, lurcher 
or even a short-haired spaniel. 

An ingenious argument has been advanced by 
writers to prove that the modern ]*oiuter is a 
dex-eudant «f the dog known as “Braeli,” which 
was supposed to have been introdueed in England 
during tin- Norman invasion. The Braque is one 
of I ho iMonting d»*gs used in France, and was 
formerly known under this name in Spain. Portugal, 
Italy a ud Germany. Sir W’alter Scott (1771-1832) 
makes reference i« his works to the Brack iu his 
hunting scenes, and it is not unreasonable to sup- 
pose that a pointing dog. resembling the modern 
jMiiutor iu form and color, existed in England before 
the advent of the Si*auish {winter. 

ENGLISH POINTER FROM SPAIN. 

Tlie old Spanish pointer was introduced iu Eng- 
land iu 1600. and was a loose -made dog, about 22 
inches high, and r**seml*ling the slow Southern 
hound. The head was large, ears thin and loose, 
coat short ami smooth and color similar to the 
l»ointcr of today. This dog was a valuable acquisi- 
tion. for it iMisscssed a fin** nose and required little 
training to stand at game. 

The English pointer, which is of course the 
proiotpye of the modern pointer, is acknowledged 
to 1 m* a cross, either of the Spanish pointer and the 
s* mi them hound, or Brack, or of the Spanish pointer 
and the fox hound. When the pointer was taken 
up by the sportsmen of Kngluud. the Duke of King- 
st«*n had the reputation of possessing one of the 
finest strains and in the early part of the present 
century the strains reared by Mr. Mattingly, Webb 
Edge. Lord Berwick and Lord Stamford may be 
**ou*idrred to have done much to develop the breed. 
For many years Devonshire was the great home of 
the pointer in England. Mr. Francis, of Exeter, 
and Sam Price, of Devon, being particularly suc- 
cessful in breeding splendid examples of the breed. 
Many of oqr best American dogs were also bred 
by Mr. Price, whose record dog. Champion Wagg, 
whelped in 1S71, was perhaps the most famous of 
its breed iu field trials and bench shows. Another 
famous dog was Sir R. Garth’s “Drake,” while R. 
J. Lloyd’s “Price’s Belle” has gone down in dog 
history as a wonderful iM»iuter. 

AMERICAN POINTERS’ QUALITY. 

In America the pointer has always occupied a 
high place. Many fine dogs were ini]M>rted from 
abroad by southerners before the war, and by de- 
grees these fine strains have produced the American 
pointer — a sorting dog world famous for it gen- 
eral cx**ellence on game. Sefton, by Star — Lord 
Sefton’s Same; Star, by Cotter — Macdona’s Mi- 
randa. were some of the famous early dogs, aud ex- 
cellent strains were bred about the same time by 
Mr. Winner Murray, A. C. War dell, Capt. J. P. 
White aud other American sportsmen. 

Tlie first effort at a bench show in tills country 
was made in Chicago iu 1874, the second held in 
Oswego iu 1874 and the first real success was that 
of the show at New York in 1S77. 

Other dogs have done much to make the pointer 
popular in America, and Naso of Kippeu. Main- 
spring, King Bow, Duke of Hessen. Beaufort, Me- 
teor, Dau**er, Sensation's Son ami Bang are but a 
few of the famous American strains. These dogs 
together with many other native and iuiitorted 
s|*ecin>eus have done much iu elevating the standard 
of iN»iuter breeding iu America, and while many 
setter men may 1 m* loath to acknowledge it. there is 
no question that Die American pointer is worthy 
of hi«* place in the front rank of shooting dogs. — 
All outdoors.

ROCKY MOUNTAIN MULE DEER 



Tlie Rooky Mountain black- tail or mule door is 
a large and handsome animal, the larg«*st of tlie 
North American species of deer. It is easily recog- 
nized by its large ears, the two Y’s on each antler 
a n«l a short white tail with a small tip of black and 
a white patch around the base of its tail. 

The mule «h*«*r chooses for its home the most pic- 
turesque “had la in Is” and foot hills of the Rocky 
Mountain region, and is different iu this respect 
front the white-tailed deer, which prefers low 
ground and either brush or timber in which to hide. 

A large uitile deer shot in Montana measured 
forty- two inches at tlie shoulders and sixth- two 
inches in length. The antlers had fourteen point 
and a spread of twenty-seven inches. 

The Columbian black- tailed deer of the Tacifie 
const is smaller than the white- tailed deer and 
much smaller than the mule deer. This species in- 
habits the well -watered forests of the Pacific 
coast from the north end of Vancouver Island 
to central California. In Alaska the species dwin- 
dles still lower into the “Sitka deer,” which is even 
smaller than the Florida white -tail.— All Outdoor*
